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HE FIRST soft totch of spring excites a mysterious 
something deep within us as it does in everything 
that lives. As the sun becomes stronger and the 
ice and snow give way before it, our forces surge 
in response to the first hint of warmth and to the 
rising fragrance of sap and soil. It is then the her- 

nit Serish attempts his three quavering notes in the thicket 

by the spring, the willow on the hill veils itself in tenderest 
green and primrose buds unfold everywhere. The renewal 
has taken place for another year. 


That is the way it is at Barnhaven when primroses change 
winter into spring. And, with variations, that is the way it is 
wherever primroses are given a bit of earth in which to per- 
form their miracle. Even south of the equator, where spring 
comes in our autumn, it is the same old magic. A gardener 
from Marquard, South Africa, writes, ““How lovely your prim- 
roses are. Now that it is August your Acaulis are coming 
into flower and the Polyanthus are just starting.” And from 
Dunedin and Otorohanga, New Zealand, “Your pink Polyan- 
thus are gorgeous,” and ‘Primrose flowering season is Aug- 
ust, September, October and November. Never before have I 
seen primroses like yours.” An Australian writes, “Your 
primroses this September defy description.” Six months later, 
when it is spring in Japan, ‘““We are so much delighted with 
your blue Polyanthuses.”’ 

England and Scotland, of course, for there primroses have 
always meant spring. A gardener from Buckingham writes, 
“The fame of your blooms has reached us even here,” and 
from almost every shire we are told, ‘I have just been enjoy- 
ing your really magnificent Polyanthus.” 

But now there are gardeners in every state of our own 
country to whom primroses mean spring. Many of you could 
have written this note which came from New York. “My gar- 
den was a fairyland this spring — the primroses mingling 
with the azaleas, candytuft, blue phlox and dogwoods were 
a breath-taking sight. I am only a small gardener, but love 
my garden very much and your primroses are my specialty. 
Barnhaven primroses really make each springtime a joyful 
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occasion.” 

A sense of humor is by no means lacking in this gardener, 
also from New York. “The joy of the bloom—the moment of 
full delight is relished and remembered and repeated peren- 
nially—-everything that goes into the planning of the spot it 
occupies and the company it keeps and the acquisition of it 
is all part of an excitement that keeps me busy, poor — and 
happy. Sometimes I think a gardener is a combination of 
green thumbs, itchy fingers and scrambled brains — bone- 
weary, creaky from kneeling, humpbacked from _ bending, 
burned, beaten, weathered — and as freshly enthused each 
new spring as if he were in his right mind.” 


“Who can pass the primrose by without a look of love?” John Clare 


Often a deep seriousness attends these notes as this one 
from Pennsylvania. “At Christmas time, after a change in cir- 
cumstances and discarding many things which seemed to be 
of no further need, I went out to my garden and found a prim- 
rose in full bloom. I knew then, after all, I needed primroses.” 


“It is rather a thrilling thought,” writes a Scottish grower, 
“that primroses from Barnhaven form an international link 
around the world. A kind of floral chain like the daisy chains 
we used to make when we were very small.” 

Young or old, with a large or small patch of land to work, 
you could search around the world and never find a more 
beautiful flower to bring spring to you and your garden than 
the primroses from Barnhaven.

Auriculas! The gardeners’ downfall for four hundred 
years. In olden days men often bought them when they 
couldn’t afford them, and sometimes when they didn’t in- 
tend to pay for them. Before them men still stand transfixed 
and bestow upon them their affectionate attention. 


Auriculas link the past with the present. Growing in the 
Swiss and Austrian Alps between rocks and over stony moun- 
tain meadows, Auriculas belonged only to the country people 
until the 16th century when the emperor awoke to their 
beauty. Sent posthaste from Vienna to the Low Countries and 
France, they were then taken to England and later to Amer- 
ica by the earliest colonists.

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Care of Plants and Soil 


Much of the purest happiness is to be found in the understanding 
and active tending of your soil and the plants you choose to grow 
in it. Primroses are simple plants to understand and grow, solving 
two problems: what to do with those shadier spots and what to 
plant for winter and spring bloom. 


In their native haunts throughout the northern hemisphere they 
seek good soil in the cooler, less sunny and more moist situations. 
Therefore, they will be happy in your shadier garden spots, usually 
north and east exposures, semi-shaded borders and paths, in dap- 
pled shade, under or in the shade of fruit trees or other deciduous 
trees (not firs or other conifers) among rhododendrons, azaleas or 
other shrubs, in light woodland settings or any garden spot with 
more shade than sun which can be kept watered, or is naturally 
moist, in hot, dry months. If planted in warmer, sunnier spots, place 
castor bean plants about every four feet for summer shade. Prim- 
roses do best in a soil rich in humus and organic plant food and 
like the average garden soil which is neutral or Slightly acid. 


Primroses are the first hardy, evergreen perennials to bloom in 
the spring and become active in leaf, bud and bloom in the fall and 
winter when temperatures remain above freezing for any appreci- 
able time. To protect such winter-active plants when temperatures 
take a sudden drop below freezing, cover them with any light, airy 
material (if there is no snow coverage) and remove it only after 
soil beneath the covering has thawed. (See Winter Care next page.) 


PLANT FOODS—Organic fertilizers are preferred. Dig soil deeply, 
then add humus—rotted manure, compost, peat and plant food (Blue 
Whale, which is sun-dried sphagnum enriched with whale soluble, 
baleen and bone is excellent. Write Acme Peat Products, 789 W. Pen- 
der St., Vancouver 1, B. C., Canada)—and work into the top 3 or 4 
inches of soil. Save enough of this humic material for a mulch 
around and between your primroses after planting. Stable manure, 
if you can get it, is one of the best. Horse lightens heavy soil and 
cow binds thin soil. Use a balanced organic fertilizer such as a 5-3-2 
or a 10-10-5 in the spring, if you wish, after hard frost danger is 
past, or in the summer for a good flower crop the following spring. 
But avoid the dangerous use of nitrogenous fertilizers in the fall 
which stimulates leaf growth. Use one which will harden off by con- 
tracting leaf cells, rather than expanding them, such as 0-10-10 which 
Liquinox Co., of Orange, California, produces. 


PLANTING—Shake out the roots before planting and, if weather is 
hot or windy, remove all large older leaves leaving only the smaller 
' young ones. Plant so that the roots are straight and the crown of the 
plant rests firmly in the top soil. Pack soil firmly against the roots; 
water in and keep watered. If hot, keep shaded until plants begin 
to grow. 

WATERING—Water deeply by soaking the ground thoroughly. 
Keep soil cool and moist all spring and summer. 


MULCHING—Mulching is advised. It keeps plants cooler in sum- 
mer and warmer in winter, supplies food and builds the soil. Man- 
ures, Blue Whale, peat with plant food, well-rotted sawdust, compost 
are good. Put a heavy dressing around and between plants after 
puns Ce or in the fall. Do not cover leaves or crowns with 
this mulch. 
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Cowichan Boman have no ae centers. 


DIVIDING—About every two years, or whenever the plant grows 
into a crowded clump and flowers diminish, Polyanthus and Acaulis 
should be lifted and washed free of soil, the crowns separated, roots 
cut back with a sharp knife to about 4 inches, large leaves removed, 
the divisions re-set in freshly dug and organically enriched soil. 
Dividing immediately after flowering or after seeding when new 
growth begins gives the finest flowers the following spring. Division 
in early fall is next best. 

Auriculas grow more slowly and need less dividing. Julianas may 
or may not be divided according to their habit of tufting or spread- 
ing. Sieboldis need not be divided unless desired. Keep all divisions 
well watered and, if possible, choose a cool day for the operation. 

Candelabras and Denticulatas should be divided every year or two 
immediately after flowering or after seeding, otherwise wait until 
early fall. 

FUNGUS PROBLEMS—Natriphene is quick, safe and effective in 
stopping fungus, rot, spread of sunburn damage, mildew and molds. 
The Natriphene Company, 424 Book Building, Detroit 26, Michigan, 
sells $1 trial packets. Every gardener should have it on hand. 

PESTS—Slugs, cutworms and beetles are controlled by the use of 
all purpose baits scattered among your plants. We use Slug-fest, a 
powerful slug killer in liquid form, diluted in a sprinkling can. Its 
metaldehyde content is 50% as against others under 5%, and is non- 
injurious to plants. Write Regional Chemicals, 14756 27th N. E., 
Seattle 55, Wash. See your local garden store for other late prod- 
ucts and for the control of root weevil and red spider should they ap- 
pear. In late fall and early winter, before snow, it is well to place 
baits for field mice in mole runs and under plants here and there 
throughout your garden. 

WINTER CARE—All the primroses listed in this catalog winter in 
below-zero temperatures with good snow coverage. In sudden tem- 
perature drops, from warm growing weather to below freezing, or 
any freeze without snow, the plants should have an over-all covering 
of light, airy material such as wood excelsior (for the taking from 
hardware stores, drug Stores, etc.), marsh hay, evergreen boughs, 
or the like. Leave this covering on the plants until the soil beneath 
has completely thawed. It is important that the plants thaw gradual- 
ly protected from wind and sun. A Maine gardener prefers using 
plastic film and anchoring it with bricks at the edges to hold it fast.
